Stalls fof Beef Cattles4ee.7r0. 7. $2.50 each 


Exhibitor, when taking livestock, etc., out of the Fairgrounds, 
must have a release from Superintendent of his Department, which 
specifies all fees paid. This release must be presented at the Gates. 

2. All applications for entry of cattle must give name and address 
of breeder, name, number, age and date of birth, and name and number 
of sire and dam of the animal to be exhibited. 

28 Animals exhibited in this class must be recorded with their 
respective breed association in the name of the bona fide exhibitor 
previous to the date of showing, and registration papers must be 
available for Superintendent’s examination during the Fair. 
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ALL STEERS SHOWN MUST BE PUREBRED, ILLINOIS BRED, 
BORN, OWNED, EXHIBITED AND MAINTAINED WITHIN THE 
STATE BY RESIDENTS OF THE STATE OF ILLINOIS. THE 
EXHIBITOR SHALL HAVE A CERTIFICATE ATTESTED TO BY 
SECRETARY OF A RECOGNIZED BREED ASSOCIATION INDICAT- 
ING THAT THE ANIMAL EXHIBITED IS PURE BRED AND GIVING 
REGISTRY NUMBERS OF SIRE AND DAM. 

4. OWNERSHIP. Animals owned in partnership must be entered 
in all classes in the partnership name as it appears on registry papers. 
No animal registered under a partnership name may be exhibited in 
the name of an individual member of said partnership. Farm, firm, 
company or corporation names shall be defined as partnerships under 
this rule even though only one owner is represented. 

5. In the classes of “Get of Sire’ and “Produce of Dam” each 
exhibitor is limited to one entry. 

6. All animals to be eligible for a group class must be entered 
and exhibited in an individual class. 

7. See Health Requirements. 

8. Owners must furnish all water pails for watering cattle. For 
sanitary reasons all water troughs have been removed. 

9. All females 36 months of age must have produced a living ealf. 

10. Awards will be made by the single judge system, unless in the 
judgment of the Superintendent of the section more are required. 

Awards will be vouchered as rapidly as possible but cannot guar- 
antee payment of premiums during Fair. 

11. Should there be any unnecessary or embarrassing delay in 
bringing animals into the show ring, the Superintendent may exclude 
such animals from competition. 

12. No premium will be awarded to any animal, or group of ani- 
mals, unless shown in the ring for judging. 

13. Animals must not be removed from the grounds until the clos- 
ing day of the Fair, except when afflicted by disease, or in case of 
emergency, and in such cases only upon request of the Superintendent 
of the Section and the written consent of the Management. 

14. When on exhibition, in the Coliseum, each animal in this class 
must be under halter, in charge of owner or employee, who shall wear 
arm card to correspond with number in the official program. 

15. Exhibitors must submit their animals for examination by the 
Official veterinarian when go ordered by the Superintendent of the 
Section. 

16. ERRONEOUS ENTRY. Exhibits that have been erroneously 
entered may, in the discretion of the Management, be transferred to or 
from their proper classes previous to the judging. If such classes have 
been judged they shall not be reopened and ineligible entries will be 
disqualified. 

17. SENIOR CHAMPIONS are animals two years old or over.

Dairy: Cattle, Stallsi.e..se eee ee $2.50 each 

Exhibitor, when taking livestock, etc., out of the Fairgrounds, must 
have a release from Superintendent of his Department, which specifies 
all fees paid. This release must be presented at the Gates. 

1. Application for entry of cattle must be accompanied by name 
of breeder, name, number, age and date of birth, and name and number 
of sire and dam of the animal to be exhibited. 

2. Ownership: Animals owned in partnership must be entered in 
all classes in the partnership name as it appears on registry papers. 
No animal registered under a partnership name may be exhibited in the 
hame of an individual member of said partnership. Farm, firm, com- 
pany or corporation names shall be defined as partnerships under this 
rule even though only one owner is represented. 

3. In the classes of “Get of Sire’ and “Produce of Dam” each 
exhibitor is limited to one entry. 

4. All animals to be eligible for a group class must be entered 
and exhibited in an individual class. 

5. The dates for computing ages of Dairy Cattle are fixed as 
July 1 for Senior classes and January 1 for Junior classes. 

Cow, in milk, any age, to be judged on udder alone. (It is recom- 
mended that cows be milked out after the judge has observed the 
udders distended.)

Produce of Dam. Group to consist of 2 animals, any age, either sex, 
the produce of one cow. The dam must be named. Each Exhibitor is 
limited to one entry from the same dam. 

Should any exhibitor exhibit a heifer under 24 months of age, in 
milk, same must be entered in cow class of 2 years old and under 3. 

Erroneous Entry: Exhibits that have been erroneously entered 
may, in the discretion of the Management, be transferred to or from 
their proper classes previous to the judging.

Exhibitor, when taking livestock, etc., out of the Fairgrounds, 
must have a release from Superintendent of his Department, which 
specifies all fees paid. This release must be presented at the Gates. 

1. The name of exhibitor, as signed on entry blank, must corre- 
spond and be the same name as on breed registration papers and all 
sheep must be registered 30 days prior to opening day of the Fair. 

NO ENTRY WILL BE ACCEPTED UNLESS IT IS COMPLETE 
WITH NAME AND REGISTRATION NUMBER WHEN SENT IN. 

9 At the time of making entries in single classes, the following 
information must be given regarding each animal exhibited: Name 
and registration number, hame and address of breeder, date of birth 
and name and registry numbers of sire and dam. 
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All animals to be eligible for a group class must be entered and 
exhibited in an individual class. 

3. All sheep in purebred classes must be registered in the flock 
pook of the respective breed association and bear the American ear 
tags of their association. Also corresponding private ear tags. All ear 
tags, tattoos or horn markings must be visible for ring clerks reading. 
All exhibitors must furnish registration certificates of each respective 
breed for Superintendent’s inspection before 6 P.M. on Sunday, August 
10th. No substitution will be permitted after registrations have been 
checked, except on veterinarian’s order. 

4. Champion Classes are limited to first prize animals. Do not 
make entries in Championship Classes. 

ERRONEOUS ENTRY: Exhibits that have been erroneously en- 
tered may, in the discretion of the Management, be transferred to or 
from their proper classes previous to the judging. If such classes have 
been judged they shall not be reopened and ineligible entries will be 
disqualified. 

5. No goats of any kind, including nursegoats, will be permitted 
in the sheep barn. 

IMPORTANT. THE MANAGEMENT RESERVES THE RIGHT

6. No person will act as Superintendent or Judge in any lot or 
Department in which he may be interested as the exhibitor, agent or 
employee of an exhibitor, or otherwise, and if such circumstances should 
occur, the General Manager may remove such Superintendent or Judge 
or substitute another temporarily. 

7. All sheep must be in place not later than eight o’clock Friday 
morning, August 8th, and must remain in place until Friday, August 
15th, at 1:00 P.M., at which time all sheep will be released.

8. September 1, is to be used as the base date for computing ages 
of sheep in all classes but only those animals that have lamb teeth will 
be eligible to show in lamb classes.

In addition to the general rules governing entries, exhibits and 
awards the following rules apply specifically to the wool exhibit: 

1. All wool exhibited must be shorn within the year shown. 

2. All fleeces entered in the purebred exhibit must have been re- 
moved from purebred sheep recorded in their respective registry asso- 
ciations. 

3. All fleeces entered in the purebred class exhibits must have been 
srown on sheep owned by the exhibitor and shown under his name. 

4. A statement must accompany each fleece entered in the wool 
exhibit giving the breed, sex, and, in the case of purebred exhibits, the 
registration number of the sheep producing the fleeces and the number 
of days’ growth of same. 

5. Exhibitors are limited to two entries in each class. If fleeces 
entered in the purebred exhibit do not win an award they will be trans- 
ferred to the proper grade in the market class. However, no exhibitor 
is entitled to more than two awards even though the transfer of fleeces 
from the purebred exhibit to the market class exhibit places more than 
two fleeces owned by one exhibitor in the competition. 

6. All fleeces for exhibit must be tied with paper twine. The man- 
agement reserves the right to reject fleeces tied with sisal (binder) 
twine or other heavy or rough twine as well as fleeces containing an 
excessive amount of foreign material such as tags, burrs, chaff, seeds, 
straw, etc. 

7. The management of the Fair will receive fleeces sent prepaid 
by mail or express, marked attention ‘‘Wool Exhibit,” and will see that 
such fleeces are properly displayed. 

Any exhibitor is entitled to reclaim any or all of his exhibit fleeces 
at the conclusion of the Fair, but the management of the Fair will not 
be responsible for returning or forwarding fieeces by mail or express 
at the conclusion of the Fair. 

8. This exhibit will be judged from the standpoint of market re- 
quirements.

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SPECIAL RULES 


FEE 
READ GENERAL RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Exhibitor, when taking livestock, etc., out of the Fairgrounds, must 
have a release from Superintendent of his Department which specifies 
all fees paid. This release must be presented at the Gates. 

1. Entries in this department close July 15, 1958. 

2. All pen rent must be paid before driving into the show ring. 

3. All entries must be made upon printed forms, which may be 
obtained from the management. 

4. All entries must be made in the names of the actual owners 
and must state name, number and age, also Sire and Dam, and name 
and address of breeder. 

5. Champion classes will be limited to first prize animals except 
reserve champions, where the 2nd prize animal from the class in which 
the champion was selected may compete. 

6. Do not make entries in champion sections. 

7. A pen fee of $2.50 per pen will be charged. All applications for 
reservations for pens must be indicated on entry blanks. When show- 
ing over two breeds, please specify the number of pens required for 
each breed. 

8. ERRONEOUS ENTRY: Exhibits that have been erroneously 
entered may, in the discretion of the Management be transferred to or 
from their proper classes previous to the judging. If such classes have 
been judged they shall not be reopened and ineligible entries will be 
disqualified. 

9. ALL PENS TO BE CLEANED EACH DAY BEFORE 8 
O’CLOCK, A.M. 

10. No animal will be passed upon by the judge or a premium 
awarded whose attendant does not carry or show proper entry tag for 
the class exhibiting, nor will any animal be passed upon by the Judge, 
which has more than two attendants. 

11. ALL ANIMALS ENTERED IN THE SWINE DEPARTMENT 
MUST BE REGISTERED IN THE RECOGNIZED RECORD ASSO- 
CIATION OF THEIR RESPECTIVE BREED IN NAME OF ExX- 
HIBITOR. ALL REGISTRATION PAPERS MUST BE CHECKED 
AT THE PENS PREVIOUS TO SHOWING AND EAR MARKS MUST 
CORRESPOND WITH REGISTRATION PAPERS. ALL EAR MARKS 
MUST BE COMPLETELY VISIBLE AND ANY ANIMAL WHOSE 
HARS SHOW SIGNS OF MARKS BEING TAMPERED WITH WILL 
BE DISQUALIFIED FROM COMPETITION. SUPERINTENDENT'S 
DECISION WILL BE FINAL ON ALL ANIMALS IN QUESTION. 

‘ALL BARROWS SHOWN MUST BE PUREBRED, ILLINOIS 
BRED, BORN, OWNED, EXHIBITED AND MAINTAINED WITHIN 
THE STATE BY RESIDENTS OF THE STATE OF ILLINOIS. THE 
EXHIBITOR SHALL HAVE A CERTIFICATE ATTESTED TO BY 
THE SECRETARY OF A RECOGNIZED BREED ASSOCIATOON IN- 
DICATING THAT THE ANIMAL EXHIBITED IS PUREBRED AND 
GIVING REGISTRY NUMBERS OF SIRE AND DAM. 

12. Ownership: Animals owned in partnership must be entered 
in all classes in the partnership name as it appears on registry papers. 
No animal registered under a partnership name may be entered or 
exhibited in the name of an individual member of said partnership. 
Farm, firm, company or corporation names shall be defined as partner- 
ships under this rule even though only one owner is represented. 
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13. In “Get of Sire” each exhibitor is limited to one entry. 


14. ALL ANIMALS TO BE ELIGIBLE FOR A GROUP CLASS 
MUST HAVE BEEN ENTERED IN AN INDIVIDUAL CLASS. 
¢ 


15. All sows showing in aged and senior yearling classes shall 
have produced living offspring within twelve months preceding Sep- 
tember Ist of the year shown and show evidence of having suckled 
same and all boars of like age must have sired pigs within the same 
period of time. 


16. Animals “bought in dam” by the person making the exhibit 
cannot be shown as bred by exhibitor. 


17. All breeding Swine must be in place by midnight Friday, 
August 8th, and shall remain in place until 4:00 P.M., Friday, August 
15th, unless affected by disease or upon request of the Superintendent 
and permission of the Management. Unless exhibits are in place by 
the above stipulated time or exhibitor has wired the Management an 
acceptable reason for delay, pens assigned to that exhibitor will be 
forfeited. 


18. All animals shown must have been the property of the ex- 
hibitor at the time of making entries. All animals entered in herds 
and groups must be owned by the same individual, firm or corporation, 
except that the owner of the sows may show at the head of the herd, 
a boar of which he is a part owner. Firms or co-partnerships entering 
animals for exhibition must have been in existence at least thirty days 
prior to the opening of the show and in all cases must be bona fide. 


19. If it be ascertained that any exhibitor has made or caused to 
be made any false statement in regard to any animal exhibited or the 
ownership of same, or if any exhibitor shall attempt to interfere with 
the judge in the performance of his duty in any manner, or shall refuse 
to accept the awards made, he shall be disqualified for further com- 
petition and shall forfeit any premiums and ribbons already awarded. 


20. No weight of any animal on exhibition shall be allowed to be 
posted except as determined by the official weighmaster. This official 
will be named by the Show Committee. All prize winning animals in 
the breeding classes must be weighed under the directions of the Show 
Committee, immediately following the placing of the awards in each 
class by the judge and the official weights will be announced together 
with other information relative to the prize winners, at which time the 
ribbons will be presented to the owners of the winning animals. 


21. <A blank is provided and will be handed each exhibitor before 
entering the show ring with his group, to be filled out, showing each 
animal composing said group. 


22. Only those showing hogs (not more than one per animal), and 
officials of the Illinois State Fair, will be permitted in the exhibition 
ring during the course of the judging in all swine classes. An excep- 
tion will be made in the senior boar classes and older, where not more 
than two persons per animal will be permitted. 


23. Awards will be vouchered as rapidly as possible but cannot 
guarantee payment of premiums during Fair.
